Friday last n negro named James Warner
went to the residence of G. Btange, and told
Mrs. Stange that her lhueband was ill and de-
sired her to come to bim. Mr. Btange often
stays st his brick-kiln, at Fourche bridge, his
residence bemg near Lhe southwest corner of
the arsenal grounds, distant aboat one mile,
The negro told Mre. Stange that the Major—her
husband—desired her to bring the “*blue box.”
The box referred to contuined as near as can be
ascertained about one huudred and Afty dollars,
As gullcless ws a child, Mre, Siange lefi her
reslgence with the negro, box fu haud, little
dreaming of the desperate strungle awaiting her,

On Baturday moromg she was found dead 1w
by.road leading from hor residence to her hius-
bund’s place of business, her head horribly cut
in several places, snd pools of blood about her,
It appears chat this negro (Warner) had been In
her husbaud’s employ, had been diseharged the
day previous, and bad been sent to Mra, Stange
for the balance due bim, which she paid out of
the box referred to. Some trouble secms to
have occurred between Mujor Stange and the
negro, but it was afterwards settled, aud the
negro ngreed to go to work again, The diffi-
culty and settlement occurred on Thursday
evening.

At 8 o'clock, or a little after, of the same day,
he called for Mre, Stange as stated, and the two
left the house together, Mrs, Stange’s Little girl,
about nine yeurs of age, being present when
tbey started. The night was pleasant and bright
from & tull moon. The place selecled for the
murderous deed i about a hall mile west of the
Starbuck place, south of the city Hmits, and
bhalt mile or more distant from any residence,
From the appearance of the eorpse, the deceased
must have been choked until she wae nearly
senseless, after which her head was eut fearfully
in the lett temple, in two ploces througl Vue
gkull, over the left eye, through the vye-ball
and in the back of the head.

DISASTER.

A Freilght Wraim Demolishad om the
New Haven Hallroud,

The New Haven (Cono,) Courier of yesterday
gives the following additional particulars of the
smash-up on the Shore Line Roud:—

On Saturday evening, ns the six o'clock traln
on the Shore Line Railroad wns Jeaving the city,
a ireight train was just coming loto the city
on the Hartford Railrond, and as the Bhore
Liue train crossed the track of the Hartford
Road, it struck the third car of the freight
train, whirling it around aund throwing 1t off
the track, The next car also followed in the
same manner, both being dashed to pieces
and made a most complete wreck, The mnoext
fwo cars were run under by the engine and
forced upon 10{) ol it brlnginf the Shore
Liue train to a stand still, Though both trains
were thus brought to a sudden stop, stranse Lo
say, no one was injured. The engineer ol the
treight traln, seeing the approach of the pas-
sepeer traln, put on steam, and wns thus ahle
to get his engine and the cars past the point of
eollision. The emgineer of the SBhore Line
1rain forced back the lever thut controls the
steam, reversing the engine, aud then, as the
erash came, dropped by the furnace doors. The
firemau, seceing the danger, leaped from the
train, The engine was =craped olenr of all its
ornamental parts or top, the smokestack,
headlight and cab beivg swept off, the cover-
ing to the boiler stripped to picces, the cylin-

train stopped the engineer crapt oul from be-
neath the ruins of the cab of the engine un-
barmed, Itis awonder he was not killed, Two
freight cars were piled on top of the engine, and
beside the track were two more broken into
splinters, and their contents, consisting ol mer-
ehandise, badly damaged., Three of the freight
ears were injured beyond repair, and are worth-
lese, Only one car can be repuired, All of the

Before the arrival of the police some thieves
made themselves ver‘} busy, and stole gulte o
quantity of geods. The loss to the Hartlferd
road cannot {all far short, we should judge, of
$10,000, while the repuirs o the epgine will

robably cost some $4000 or $3000, Assistaut

PAH RANAGAT.

The Silver ll-ln)r Districis of Southenst
evadn,

A Chleago journml recently sald:—We were
shown a button ol crude silver bulllon trom the
Pah Banaget Luke Miniug Distriet of South-
eastern Nevada (which lles southwest from Salt
Linke City, about 480 miles), which had been
produced by Professor 5, b, Woodhull's (of this
elty) method of reducing ores by a purely che-
mical process, This button weighed about
slghiecn 'pounda, and was oblaived from 200

unds of mineral rock, The chemicals used

such reduction are found in the district. It
ks claimed that ore can be reduced by thie pro-
®ess al & cost of about $18 per ton, The averuge
ﬂeld of sllver from the ores found In the dis-

et 18 sbout $200 per ton; and it is further
elaimed that the umount of mineral sccured by
this procees from the same amount of ore s ten
to filteon per cent, more than by the mill and
smalgamation process. The cost of smelting
works capable of reducing ten tons of gre per
day by this process is oue-third less than that of
erecting stawping mills of the same capacity

With the above mentioued specimens wore
axamples of rock salt from St Thomas, in e
same region. These samples are almost tran.
sparsnt, and are pure sall, except that they
eonialu ahout five per cent. of nitre, which ot
sourte does yot depreclate its value., These
samples ure from a mountain of salt about elght
miles in leagth aud two wiles in breadth,
Brighsm Young's people find it profitable (o
ebiain tleir uuppI{ of salt from this souree
ralher than evaporale it from the salt springs of

thelr bWwn reglon—even though they are com-
pellél to haul [t in wagons 600 to 800 miles,
after blasting it from the mountain mde,

Concerniag this district Mr. J. W. Wilsen
writes, under date of July 18: “SBince the dis-
covery of Pah Ranagat every one who has
visited this dlstrict, capable or*udxlnt. hus been
satisfied that we have one of the riohest silver
rogions In the United Btates; bul want of capl-
t:ftodenlope the mines for the reduction of
the ore, bas made business rather dull with us
for some time,

The Hon, Joseph B, Im}er. of Hamilton,
Obio, who is ond of the frst discoverers of Pah
Ranagat and Bpringer moantaine, with its nat-
work of rich silver veins, has a tunnel 115 feet
feet in Jength, which will, at 600 teet, cut thir-
teen different ledges st right angles, among
which are the McLean, & ledge ten fest wide;
alro the Denver, the Bpl'\nqer. and Little Giant.
This tunnel, when completed, will out the npper
ledges at a depth of 840 feet, and the thirteen
ledpek at an aggregate depth ol 32060 feet.

Mr. Springer has certainly ahown great lnge:
nulty in the place he hns seleoted for prospect-
Ing the velns and for the future practical work-
fng of the mines, On the McLean they have
already taken out some thirty toas ol good ore,
and on the Sprioger lode they have about torty
tons of rich chloride ores, averaging from $140
to $160 per ton. They have also an incline
which they are working night and day, and at
depth of &6 feet havo struck elate, which is the
surest gign of rich and permanent mines, From
this lode alone they are now taking suficient
ote to run a tep-stamp mill, There are many
other well-defined ledges, which will no doabt
prove rich and permanent silver velus wien
they are sufficlently developed.

The homse was
entered, and fithe inmates fled through the
back doors and yard into the street, pursued by
the whites, who chased them up Franklio street,
firing pistols at them, but without doing any
ipjury. The wildest excitement prevailed, and
there was every prospect of u serious riot,
Beveral white pergous were injured by briekbais,
Had the pegroes stood their g round there would
bhave been bloody work. The police goon col-
